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It’s  all  about  commitment. 

Reggie  Jefferson  has  made  a  commit¬ 
ment  to  becoming  one  of  the  best  pure  hit¬ 
ters  in  major  league  baseball. 

Now,  the  Red  Sox  have  made  a  com¬ 
mitment  to  him,  extending  his  contract 
through  the  1999  season. 

It’s  funny.  The  “Hit  Cat,”  as  Jefferson 
has  come  to  be  known,  wpas  never  sure  he’d 
find  his  niche  in  Boston. 

After  being  locked  behind  Eddie 
Murray  in  Cleveland  and  Tino  Martinez  in 
Seattle,  he  pondered  the  opportunity  to 
come  to  Boston  in  the  spring  of  1995  and 
questioned  his  agent’s  wisdom. 

Jefferson,  you  see,  is  a  first  baseman.  As 
sweet  as  his  swing  may  be,  he  knew  he  had 
about  as  much  chance  of  moving  Mo 
Vaughn  as  he  did  Plymouth  Rock. 

His  next-best  option  was  to  be  used  as  a 
designated  hitter.  The  Red  Sox  had  already 
traded  for  Jose  Canseco. 

“1  kept  asking  my  agent,  ‘Bob 
(Gilhooley),  where  am  1  going  to  play  over 
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there’’  He  told  me,  ‘They  really  like  you  as  a 
player.  They  think  they  can  find  places  to 
use  you.’ 

“1  didn’t  really  see  any  place  for  me  to 
play.  1  thought  1  was  going  to  come  here  for 
‘95,  make  the  best  of  the  situation,  then  see 
what  happened.” 

What  happened  is  that  Jefferson  devel¬ 
oped  into  one  of  the  most  productive  and 
most  respected  left-handed  hitters  in  the 
game. 

When  Canseco  broke  down  early  in 
‘95,  Jefferson  stepped  into  the  DH  role  and 
excelled.  Sidelined  by  his  own  back  injury 
for  much  of  that  season,  he  returned  in  1996 
and  had  a  breakout  year,  batting  .347  with 
19  home  runs  and  74  RBI  in  388  at-bats. 

Unless  you  happen  to  be  an  opposing 
American  League  pitcher,  you  simply  don’t 
run  out  of  good  things  to  say  about  Jefferson, 
for  there  is  no  classier  swing  and  no  classier 
person  in  the  Red  Sox  clubhouse. 

“He’s  truly  a  professional  hitter  and  an 
outstanding  citizen  —  a  real  positive  on  our 
ballclub,”  said  Manager  Jimy  Williams, 
whose  biggest  dilemma  with  Jefferson 
remains  finding  him  the  playing  time  he 
deserves.  Throughout  the  early  stages  of  this 
season,  Jefferson  has  continued  in  the  role  of 
Boston’s  left-handed  DH  extraordinaire  — 
ready  to  spell  Vaughn  at  a  moment’s  notice. 

“We’ve  got  Mo  Vaughn  ahead  of  him, 
but  he’s  worked  extremely  hard  to  become  a 
skilled  first  baseman,”  Williams  said.  “I’m 
not  afraid  to  put  him  out  there  at  all.  He 
really  deserves  the  (contract  extension)  he 
got.  He’s  earned  it.” 

As  part  of  his  new  agreement  with  the 
team,  Jefferson  will  provide  personal  assis¬ 
tance  to  the  RBI  program  (Reviving 
Baseball  in  the  Inner  Cities).  The  Red  Sox 
sponsor  12  RBI  teams  in  two  divisions,  serv¬ 
ing  some  400  teenagers  in  Boston.  The  RBI 
Life  Skills  Program  helps  disadvantaged 
youth  through  tutoring,  employment  coun¬ 
seling  and  coping  with  adversity  in  daily  life. 

“Reggie  has  grown  to  exemplify  what  it 
means  to  be  a  true  Red  Sox  organizational 
player  —  a  team  player  in  every  sense  of  the 


word  —  on  the  field,  in  the  clubhouse  and 
off  the  field,”  said  General  Manager  Dan 
Duquette.  “He’s  dedicated  to  helping  the 
team  and  our  organization  reach  our  shared 
goals. 

“Reggie  has  really  come  along  as  a  pro¬ 
fessional  hitter.  He’ll  get  a  hit  for  you  in  the 
clutch,  and  he  can  hit  the  good  pitchers. 
He’s  batted  .338  with  men  in  scoring  posi¬ 
tion  the  last  two  years,  which  is  excellent.” 

When  Duquette  stole  Jefferson  (and  he 
did  steal  him,  acquiring  him  as  a  free  agent 
from  the  Mariners  on  April  9,  1995),  he  was 
well  aware  of  his  success  at  Fenway  Park.  At 
the  time,  Jefferson  was  a  .410  career  hitter 
at  Fenway,  a  stadium  tailor-made  for  his 
sweet  stroke. 

At  6-4,  215  pounds,  Jefferson  has  the 
power  to  pull  the  ball  out  of  any  park,  but  he 
also  uses  the  Green  Monster  to  his  advantage. 

“Throw  him  a  ball  inside,  he’s  going  to 
turn  on  it,”  observes 
Hitting  Coach  Jim 
Rice.  “Throw  a  ball 
away,  he’ll  hit  the 
ball  the  other  way.  I 
think  Reggie  can 
tailor  himself  to  any 
ballpark.  Reggie  can 
hit  anywhere.” 

“Being  a  big 
left-handed  hitter, 
everybody  assumes 
you’re  going  to  be  a 
big  pull  hitter,” 

Jefferson  said,  “and 
I  think  I  felt  the 
pressure  to  be  a  big 
pull  hitter  when  I 
came  up.  People 
said  that  was  going 
to  be  the  way  I  was 
going  to  hit  my 
home  runs.  But 
that’s  not  my  swing. 

“My  swing  is 
to  stay  inside  of  the 
ball  and  hit  the  ball 
where  it’s  pitched. 


More  than  that,  I’ve  worked  hard  on  trying 
to  become  consistent  —  trying  to  use  the 
same  swing  every  time.” 

It  wasn’t  automatic. 

“When  I  first  came  to  the  big  leagues,  I 
struggled  because  I  didn’t  really  know  my 
own  swing,”  he  said.  “I  think  things  turned 
for  me  in  1994  when  I  went  to  Seattle.  I 
started  working  with  Lou  Piniella.  The  way 
Lou  hit  was  similar  to  the  way  I  hit.  He  was  a 
natural-type  hitter  who  hit  the  ball  all  over 
the  place. 

“He  worked  with  me  a  lot,  one-on-one, 
to  help  me  find  my  swing  and  made  some 
adjustments.  That’s  when  it  really  clicked  for 
me,  in  ‘94.” 

At  the  same  time,  Jefferson  made  the 
decision  to  give  up  switch-hitting. 

“I  could  always  hit  right-handed,  but  I 
had  to  work  so  hard  at  it  just  to  be 
mediocre,”  he  said.  “My  left  side  is  my  natur-

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al  side,  and  I  was  always  so  conscious  about 
my  right-handed  stroke  all  the  time.  Since  I 
stopped  switch-hitting,  I’ve  been  a  better 
hitter  left-handed  because  I’ve  been  able  to 
concentrate  on  that  and  relax.” 

“It  doesn’t  surprise  me  when  I  see  him 
hit  line  drive  after  line  drive,”  Williams  said. 
“He’s  shown  me  he  can  use  the  whole  ball¬ 
park.  Those  kind  of  guys  who  can  use  the 
whole  ballpark  and  drive  the  ball  out  of  the 
park  are  tough  to  find.” 

Jefferson  didn’t  take  it  personally  when 
Seattle  did  not  tender  him  a  contract,  even 
after  he  hatted  .327  with  a  homer  every  20 
at-bats  in  ‘94-  He  knew  the  Mariners  had  to 
find  ways  to  pay  Ken  Griffey,  Jr.,  Edgar 
Martinez,  Randy  Johnson  and  Jay  Buhner. 

“They  couldn’t  keep  everybody,”  he 
said.  “It  really  worked  out  great  for  me.  I 
really  wanted  to  stay  in  Seattle,  but  it  came 
down  to  Boston  making  me  an  offer  and 
making  me  feel  like  they  wanted  me.” 

Possession  may  be  nine-tenths  of  the 
law,  hut  it’s  even  more  impor¬ 
tant  in  laying  the  foundation 
of  a  successful  baseball  team. 

The  Sox  made  certain 
Jefferson  knew  he  was  still 
wanted  with  the  lucrative 
two-year  extension  they 
finalized  in  April. 

“It  makes  me  feel  great 
to  know  the  front  office  has 
that  type  of  faith  in  me,” 

Jefferson  said.  “But,  likewise, 

I  think  I’ve  shown  them  that 
they  should  have  that  faith. 

They  see  that  I  approach  the 
game  in  a  serious  way  and 
that  I  enjoy  playing  in 
Boston,  so  they  decided  to 
keep  me  here.” 

The  Red  Sox  also  see 
that  Jefferson  is  still  just  28 
years  old  and  should  he  enter¬ 
ing  the  prime  of  his  career. 

Last  season,  he  hatted  .394 
with  eight  home  runs  in  35 
DH  starts  when  Canseco  was 


unavailable.  He  also  played  admirably  in  left 
field  and  hit  safely  in  his  final  22  starts  of  the 
season. 

“I  think,  right  now,  I’m  just  starting  to 
get  to  where  I  want  to  he,”  Jefferson  said.  “I 
think  I’m  going  to  he  even  a  better  hitter 
and  better  player  over  the  next  few  years.” 

No  one  is  more  thrilled  for  Reggie  than 
his  father,  Major  Jefferson,  who  coached  his 
son  during  his  fonnative  years  in  Tallahassee. 

“I  was  one  of  these  kids  who  always  had 
a  hall  in  his  hand  —  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  whatever  season  it  was,”  said 
Jefferson,  the  third  of  four  children. 

“It  was  my  father  who  really  got  me 
into  sports.  He  was  a  custodian  who  worked 
two  jobs  to  support  us.  On  weekends  he’d 
take  me  to  baseball  games.  He  managed  a 
semi-pro  team,  and  that’s  when  I  got  to 
spend  the  most  time  with  him.  Without  a 
doubt,  he’s  the  person  who  had  the  most 
influence  on  me.  Most  of  the  guys  I  hung 
with  either  didn’t  have  a  father  or  their  par¬ 


ents  couldn’t  come  to  games  or  didn’t  take 
the  time.” 

Jefferson  grew  up  rooting  for  the  Braves 
and  also  for  Andre  Dawson.  “He  went  to 
Florida  A  &  M,  just  outside  of  Tallahassee,” 
said  Jefferson,  who  missed  being  Dawson’s 
teammate  in  Boston  hy  a  year.  “I  just  really 
admired  his  whole  approach  to  the  game.” 

Jefferson  began  thinking  seriously 
about  a  future  in  baseball  during  the  summer 
between  his  sophomore  and  junior  years  in 
high  school.  Along  with  teammate  Dean 
Palmer,  his  Tallahassee  Babe  Ruth  League 
team  won  the  World  Series  in  the  13-15  age 
bracket. 

“That’s  when  people  started  looking  at 
me,  saying  ‘you’ll  actually  have  a  chance  to 
play  pro  hall,”’  he  recalled. 

But  it  wasn’t  that  easy,  even  after  the 
Cincinnati  Reds  made  him  their  third-round 
pick  in  1986. 

“I  came  through  the  minor  leagues  as  a 
top  prospect,  hut  I  always  had  to  struggle  and 
fight  to  he  on  teams  and  get 
pinch  hits  to  prove  my  worth 
to  the  team,”  said  Jefferson, 
who  debuted  with  the  Reds 
in  1991.  “That  made  me 
appreciate  the  game  and  real¬ 
ize  not  to  worry  about  the 
money  that  you  make.  Just 
hopefully  try  to  play  10  years 
and  enjoy  it.” 

Jefferson  is  well  on  his 
way  to  that  goal.  He  and  his 
wife,  Takaya,  are  building  a 
home  in  Tampa.  The  Jeffersons 
have  two  children,  Shayna,  6 
and  Reggie,  Jr.,  2  1/2. 

“He’s  already  swinging  a 
bat,”  said  Jefferson  of  his  son. 
“But  he’s  swinging  it  righty. 
I’m  going  to  have  to  make 
him  learn  to  switch  hit  and 
stick  with  it.”  ■ 
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fter  50  years  of  secretly  living  inside 
Fenway  Park’s  famous  left-field  wall,  Wally, 
The  Green  Monster,  made  his  debut  as  the 
club’s  official  mascot.  Wally  emerged  from 
his  home  just  in  time  to  meet  the  fans  and 
engage  in  the  Kids’  Opening  Day  festivities 
at  Fenway  Park  on  April  1 3, 1 997.  Wally 
will  not  appear  on  the  field  during 
games  but  instead  will  wander  about 
Fenway  Park  greeting  fans.  He  will 
also  participate  in  community  rela¬ 
tions  visitation  programs,  the  annual 
Friendly  Fenway  Festival  and  other 
off-site  events.  He  has  already  visited 
the  Jimmy  Fund  Clinic  to  the  delight  of 
the  young  patients  there. 


The  Green  Monster  has  been  an  avid  Red 
Sox  fan  since  Fenway’s  1912  opening  game 
victory  over  the  New  York  Yankees  (known 
then  as  the  Highlanders),  and  has  seen  every 
game  ever  played  here.  From  the  thrills  of 
the  Red  Sox  1912  championship  season  to 
the  excitement  of  the  1 997  team,  Wally  will 
have  seen  it  all! 


During  the  1947  season,  the  Red  Sox  painted 
the  left-field  wall,  after  removing  the  adver¬ 
tisements  that  had  annually  covered  its 
facade,  the  same  color  green  we  see  today. 

At  that  timeThe  Green  Monster  entered  the 
wall  and  decided  to  remain  out  of  sight  inside 
the  famous  landmark. 


But  now  he’s  out,  and  we  welcome  him!

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Elijah  "Pumpsie"  Green , 

the  first  African-American  to  play  for  the 
Red  Sox,  returned  to  Fenway  Park  on  April 
11,  1997  to  take  part  in  Fenway  Park’s  pre- 
game  home  opener  festivities  that  included 
Major  League  Baseballs  tribute  to  the  legacy 
of  Jackie  Robinson.  Robinson’s  courage  and 
remarkable  achievements  as  a  person  and  a 
player  are  being  recognized  this  year  marking 
the  50th  anniversary  of  his  breaking  the 
color  barrier  in  baseball. 

Pumpsie,  one  of  five  sons  who  grew  up 
on  the  Oakland  (CA)  side  of  the  San 
Francisco  Bay,  made  his  Red  Sox  debut  on 
July  21,  1959  as  a  pinch  ninner.  On  August  4 
he  made  his  first  Fenway  Park  appearance  and 
led  off  the  last  of  the  first  inning  with  a  triple 
against  the  Kansas  City  A’s,  and  scored  later 
that  inning  in  the  eventual  4-1  Red  Sox  win. 
It  was  an  event  he  still  describes  as  “the  great¬ 
est  feeling  I  ever  had  in  baseball.’’  He  went  on 
to  appear  in  327  games  with  the  Red  Sox 
from  1959-62  hitting  .244  (181-742).  He  also 
played  briefly  for  the  New  York  Mets  in  1963 
appearing  in  17  games  (.278  15-54). 

After  his  professional  baseball  career 
ended,  Pumpsie  was  a  student  activities 
supervisor  and  baseball  coach  at  Berkeley 
(CA)  H.S.  He  retired  in  December  of  1996 
but  is  still  on  the  staff  of  the  Berkeley

He  is  best  recog¬ 
nized  for  his  magnificent  wood  portraiture.

On  April  20,  1912,  the  Boston  Red  Sox  hosted  the  New  York 
Highlanders  in  the  first  major  league  game  ever  played  in  Fenway 
Park.  Over  the  years,  there  have  been  other  notable  “first”  games  at 
Fenway.  In  celebration  of  the  grand  old  ballpark’s  85  th  birthday,  let’s 
examine  several  of  these  historic  contests. 


April  20,  1912 

First  Game  —  Boston  Red  Sox  7, 

New  York  Highlanders  6 

Following  two  postponements  due  to  bad  weather,  Brockton 
native  Buck  O’Brien  started  on  the  mound  for  Jake  Stahl’s  Red  Sox 
in  Fenway’s  debut  on  April  20,  1912.  He  was  opposed  by  Ray 
Caldwell  for  Harry  Wolverton’s  New  York  club.  The  Highlanders 
jumped  out  to  an  early  5-1  lead  with  the  aid  of  some  sloppy  play  on 
Boston’s  part.  The  Sox  came  back,  however,  scoring  three  runs  in  the 
fourth  inning  and  a  single  run  in  the  sixth  to  tie  the  game.  Both 
teams  added  a  run  in  the  eighth  frame,  and  the  game  went  into  extra 


innings  tied  at  6-6. 

The  crowd  of  27,000  —  at  the  time,  the  largest  ever  for  a  game 
in  Boston  —  saw  Tris  Speaker  save  the  game  with  a  great  catch  in 
the  top  half  of  the  11th  inning.  In  the  bottom  half,  second  baseman 
Steve  Yerkes,  who  already  had  five  hits  on  the  day,  reached  base  safe- 
ly  on  an  error.  After  moving  to  second  on  a  passed  ball,  Yerkes  came 
around  to  score  on  Speaker’s  third  base  hit.  “Sea  Lion”  Charley  Hall 
picked  up  the  win  in  Fenway’s  maiden  contest,  the  first  of  a  league- 
leading  six  he  would  post  in  relief  in  1912. 

The  win  was  one  of  a  club-record  105  that  Boston  would  post 
on  its  way  to  the  American  League  pennant.  The  Highlanders  would 
go  on  to  lose  102  games  and  finish  in  last  place,  55  games  behind  the 
Red  Sox. 


October  9,  1912 

First  World  Series  Game  — 

Boston  Red  Sox  6,  New  York  Giants  6 

The  first  World  Series  contest  in  Fenway  Park  history  was 
another  11-inning  thriller.  This  one,  however,  would  have  no  victor.

Ahead  one  game  to  none  in  the  1912  Fall  Classic  against  the 
New  York  Giants,  Boston  scored  first,  notching  three  runs  in  the  first 
inning  off  Christy  Mathewson  of  the  National  League  pennant  win¬ 
ners.  But  Boston  starter  Ray  Collins  could  not  hold  onto  the  lead. 
The  New  Yorkers  knocked  him  out  in  the  eighth  stanza  when  they 
scored  three  runs  themselves  to  move  in  front  by  a  5-4  margin. 

Charley  Hall  followed  Collins,  and  the  Red  Sox  tied  the 
game  in  the  bottom  half  of  the  inning. 

With  the  score  even  at  five  apiece,  the 
Giants  regained  the  lead  with  a  run  in  the 
top  half  of  the  10th.  With  the 
game  on  the  line, 
centerfielder 
T  r  i  s 
Speaker, 
who  batted 
.383  during 
the  regular  sea¬ 
son,  slammed  a 
ball  to  deep  center 
in  the  bottom  half  of 
the  frame.  Running  full  speed 
all  the  way,  Speaker  rounded 
third  on  his  way  home  with  the 
tying  run.  The  relay  throw  from 
center  arrived  at  the  plate  in 
time  to  catch  him.  However, 
catcher  Art  Wilson,  who  had 
just  entered  the  game  as  a 
replacement  for  Chief 
Meyers,  dropped  the  ball  for 
the  Giants’  fifth  error  of  the 
game.  The  score  was  tied  once 
again. 

Neither  team  scored  in  the 
11th,  and  as  darkness  enveloped 
the  field,  the  game  had  to  be 
stopped.  The  tie  is  one  of  only 
three  ever  played  in  World 
Series  competition. 


Bobby  Doerr's  dramatic,  game¬ 
winning,  three-run  homer  in  the  11th 
inning  on  May  12, 1948  at  Fenway 
Park  gave  television  viewers  the  thrill 
and  feel  of  actually  being  there! 


July  9,  1946 

First  All-Star  Game  — 

American  League  12,  National  League  0 

When  National  and  American  League  players  gathered  at 
Fenway  Park  for  the  1946  All-Star  Game,  Boston  fans  had  more  rea¬ 
son  than  most  to  follow  the  action.  Eight  Red  Sox  players  were  cho¬ 
sen  to  take  part  in  the  game,  not  to  mention  three  more  from  the 
National  League  Boston  Braves.  Dom  DiMaggio,  Bobby  Doen,  Dave 
Ferriss,  Mickey  Harris,  Johnny  Pesky,  Hal  Wagner,  Ted  Williams  and 
Rudy  York  were  selected  to  the  American  League  squad,  while  Mort 
Cooper,  Johnny  Hopp  and  Phil  Masi  were  chosen  in  the  Senior 
Circuit. 

The  game  attracted  a  crowd  of  nearly  35,000,  and  Red  Sox  fans 
were  not  disappointed.  In  the  most  one-sided  All-Star  Game  to  that 
time,  the  A.L.  shut  out  its  N.L.  opponent,  12-0.  The  Americans 
scored  all  the  runs  they  needed  in  the  first  inning,  when  Yankee  out¬ 
fielder  Charlie  Keller  slugged  a  two-run  homer  following  a  walk  to 
Williams. 

The  “Splendid  Splinter”  was  far  from  finished,  however.  In  the 
fourth  inning,  he  hit  a  tremendous  home  run  into  the  center-field 
bleachers  off  Brooklyn  Dodger  hurler  Kirby  Higbe.  In  the  eighth, 
Pittsburgh  Pirate  pitcher  Rip  Sewell  tried  to  fool  Williams  with  one 
of  his  famous  “blooper”  pitches.  Ted  swung  at  the  high-arcing  toss 
and  sent  it  into  the  right-field  bullpen  for  his  second  four-bagger. 

By  the  time  the  dust  had  settled,  the  box  score  showed  Williams 
with  two  singles,  two  home  runs,  and  a  walk  in  five  plate  appearances, 
four  runs  scored,  and  five  runs  batted  in.  It  was  arguably  the  greatest 
performance  by  a  hometown  player  in  All-Star  Game  history. 


June  13,  1947 
First  Night  Game  — 

Boston  Red  Sox  5,  Chicago  White  Sox  3 

Night  baseball  came  to  Fenway  on  the  evening  of  June  13, 
1947.  Despite  being  outhit  by  a  13-8  count,  the  Red  Sox  came  out  on 
top,  defeating  the  Chicago  White  Sox,  5-3,  in  front  of  34,510  fans. 

White  Sox  lefty  Frank  Papish  was  sailing  along  with  a  2-0  cush¬ 
ion  when  he  walked  opposing  pitcher  Boo  Ferriss  in  the  fifth  inning. 
Another  walk  and  an  infield  hit  by  Johnny  Pesky  loaded  the  bases  for 
Ted  Williams  with  two  men  out.  Williams  came  through  in  the 
clutch,  hammering  a  base  hit  to  tie  the  score.  Earl  Caldwell  replaced 
Papish,  but  the  Red  Sox  were  not  yet  finished.  A  single  by  Sam 
Mele,  and  an  error  by  shortstop  Luke  Appling  gave  the  Sox  three 
more  runs. 

Chicago  scored  once  in  the  fifth,  but  Bob  Klinger,  who  had  an 
American  League-high  nine  saves  the  previous  year,  closed  the  door 
on  the  White  Sox  with  3  2/3  innings  of  scoreless  relief.  Trivia  side

May  12,  1948 
First  Televised  Game  — 

Boston  Red  Sox  6, 

Chicago  White  Sox  5 

The  first  game  televised  from  Fenway  Park  by  WBZ-TV 
turned  out  to  be  another  extra- inning  thriller,  and  once  again, 
the  Chicago  White  Sox  were  the  opponents.  The  ChiSox  were 
destined  for  a  last-place  finish  in  1948,  but  perhaps  the  televi¬ 
sion  cameras  inspired  them  on  May  12. 

Coming  into  the  game  riding  a  seven-game  losing  streak, 
Chicago  started  righthander  Orval  Grove,  while  Boston  man¬ 
ager  Joe  McCarthy  countered  with  lefty  Mel  Parnell.  The  Red 
Sox  scored  a  run  in  the  second,  hut  the  White  Sox  took  the 
lead  with  two  runs  in  the  fourth  and  another  in  the  seventh. 

Boston  scored  two  more  in  its  half  of  the  inning,  and  after 
nine,  it  remained  3-3. 

In  the  top  of  the  10th,  Chicago  leftfielder  Bob 
Kennedy  broke  the  tie  driving  in  two  runs  with  a  double 
off  the  center-field  wall  off  reliever  Denny  Galehouse.  Cot 
Deal  took  over  on  the  mound  and  set  Chicago  down  with¬ 
out  further  damage. 

Ted  Williams  walked  to  lead  off  the  Boston  half  of  the 
inning  against  reliever  Earl  Harrist.  After  Vern  Stephens  was  retired 
for  the  first  out,  Wally  Moses  singled  to  put  the  tying  runs  on  base  for 
All-Star  second  baseman  Bobby  Doerr.  Doerr  drove  a  Harrist  pitch 
far  over  the  screen  above  the  left-field  wall  for  a  three-run  home  run 
and  the  victory.  The  win  held  special  significance  for  Bostons  Deal. 
It  was  his  first  big  league  victory,  and  one  of  only  three  in  his  brief 
major  league  career. 


October  4,  1948 
First  American  League  Playoff  Game  — 
Cleveland  Indians  8,  Boston  Red  Sox  3 

By  defeating  the  Yankees  on  the  last  day  of  the  regular  season,

Cleveland  scored  first,  as  player-man¬ 
ager  Lou  Boudreau  socked  the  first  of  his 
two  home  runs  as  the  game’s  third  hatter. 
The  Sox  countered  with  a  run  in  their  half 
of  the  inning,  as  Vern  Stephens  drove  in 
Johnny  Pesky. 

It  was  just  not  Galehouse’s  day,  howev¬ 
er.  The  Indians  knocked  him  from  the  box 
with  four  runs  in  the  fourth  inning,  high¬ 
lighted  by  a  Ken  Keltner  three-run  homer. 
That  was  enough  for  Bearden,  who  was  not 
to  he  denied.  He  yielded  just  five  hits,  includ¬ 
ing  Doerr’s  27th  home  run  in  the  sixth. 
When  the  smoke  cleared,  the  rookie  had  his 
20th  victory  of  the  season,  and  the  Indians 
their  first  pennant  since  1920.  Boudreau  had 
two  singles  to  go  along  with  his  homers  in 
leading  Cleveland  to  the  8-3  win. 


The  Indians’

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Mike  Andrews,  former  Red  Sox  second  baseman  and  current 
chairman  and  executive  director  of  the  Jimmy  Fund,  is  clearly  a  man 
who  loves  his  job. 

“Winning  the  pennant  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1967  was  a  great 
thrill.  Playing  in  the  All-Star  Game,  and  two  World  Series,  are  mem¬ 
ories  that  I  will  always  treasure.  But  nothing  that  I  ever  achieved  in 
baseball  could  possibly  compare  with  the  tremendous  satisfaction  I 
get  from  my  job  here  at  the  Jimmy  Fund.” 

Andrews,  who  spent  eight  years  in  the  major  leagues,  celebrated 
his  18th  anniversary  with  the  Jimmy  Fund  in  February.  “I  see  some 
real  similarities  between  baseball  players  and  my  colleagues  here  at 
the  Jimmy  Fund  and  the  Dana-Farber  Cancer  Institute.  Ballplayers 
are  totally  consumed  by  their  sport;  they  tell  you  not  to  take  the 
game  home  with  you,  but  that’s  easier  said  than  done,”  Andrews 
laughs. 

"The  physicians,  researchers  and  staff  here  are  the  same  way. 
They  are  all  completely  committed  to  our  mission,  and  to  our  vision. 
This  is  their  life’s  work.” 

Rookie  Second  Baseman 

At  six  feet,  three  inches,  Mike  Andrews  became  the  tallest  reg¬ 
ular  second  baseman  in  baseball  history,  when  he  took  over  the  start¬ 
ing  duties  for  the  Red  Sox  in  the  middle  of  April  in  1967.  This  Red 
Sox  team  was  almost  universally  picked  for  the  second  division  by 
the  “experts,”  but  Andrews  didn’t  feel  that  way. 

“1  never  liked  to  lose.  Reggie  Smith,  Russ  Gibson,  and  1  were  all 
rookies  in  1967,  and  we  had  won  the  International  League  champi¬ 


onship  the  year  before  in  Toronto,  so  we  didn’t  think  about  losing. 
We  had  played  under  new  Red  Sox  Manager  Dick  Williams  at 
Toronto,  and  we  knew  he  didn’t  want  to  hear  about  losing.” 

Rookie  Manager  Williams  had  promised  at  the  end  of  spring 
training,  “We’ll  win  more  than  we’ll  lose.”  On  Memorial  Day  that 
year,  a  Fenway  crowd  of  over  32,000,  watched  as  the  Red  Sox  swept  a 
twinbill  over  the  California  Angels,  improving  their  record  to  22-21. 
Williams  had  been  writing  Andrew’s  name  into  the  lineup  on  a  daily 
basis,  and  Mike  had  become  the  most  consistent  Red  Sox  second- 
sacker  since  Hall  of  Famer  Bobby  Doerr  had  retired  in  1951.  The 
team  would  stay  above  .500,  and  Andrews  would  remain  entrenched 
at  second  base  for  the  balance  of  the  season. 

Andrews  is  described  by  former  teammate  Russ  Gibson  as  the 
“ultimate  team  guy.”  Gibson  recalls,  “He  did  the  important  things 
that  don’t  show  up  in  the  box  score.  When  he  came  up  with  a  man 
on  second,  he  made  sure  he  moved  him  along  to  third... he  made  the 
double  play  at  second,  even  when  the  runner  came  in  hard.  When 
you  think  of ‘67,  you  think  of  Yaz  and  Lonnie  (Cy  Young  Award-win¬ 
ner  Jim  Lonborg),  but  you  have  to  realize  that  first  and  foremost,  we 
were  a  real  team.  And  Mike  Andrews  personified  that  team.” 

On  July  22,  1967,  the  Red  Sox  won  their  10th  straight  game  in 
Cleveland,  and  a  crowd  of  over  15,000  fans  inundated  Logan  Airport 
to  welcome  their  conquering  heroes.  Andrews  remembers,  “That  was 
probably  the  point  when  we  realized  that  we  had  a  good  shot  at  the 
pennant.  We  had  played  good,  consistent  ball,  and  no  one  team  was 
pulling  way  out  front.  We  had  believed  in  ourselves  all  along,  but 
from  then  on,  we  really  started  to  focus  on  making  a  run  for  it.”

Andrews  left  the  headlines  to 
Yastrzemski,  Lonhorg  and  the  late  Tony 
Conigliaro,  hut  opposing  teams  recognized 
how  important  he  was  to  the  Red  Sox. 
While  the  Red  Sox  prepared  for  their  tri¬ 
umphant  return  from  Cleveland,  the 
Indians’  General  Manager  Al  Rosen  told 
Boston  writers,  “Without  Mike  Andrews, 
you  Red  Sox  would  be  nothing.” 

Asked  when  he  first  became  aware  of 
the  Jimmy  Fund  and  its  bond  with  the  Red 
Sox,  Andrews  responds,  “I  was  aware  of  it 
from  day  one... we  all  were.  Right  away  you 
were  struck  by  Mr.  Yawkey’s  devotion  to  the 
cause,  and  we  all  revered  that  man.  Ted 
Williams  had  only  been  retired  for  seven 
years,  and  his  commitment  to  the  Jimmy 
Fund  was  legendary.  We  all  looked  up  to  Yaz; 
he  is  one  of  the  biggest  supporters  the  Jimmy 
Fund  has  ever  had.  And  we  had  a  hunch  of 
local  guys  like  Gibhy  (Fall  River  native 
Gibson)  and  Mike  Ryan  (Haverhill),  who 
had  grown  up  with  the  Jimmy  Fund  and 
made  sure  we  knew  all  about  it.” 

By  the  end  of  August  1967,  the  Red 
Sox  were  acknowledged  as  legitimate  con¬ 
tenders.  The  Minnesota  Twins,  Detroit 
Tigers,  and  Chicago  White  Sox  all  took 
their  shot  at  opening  up  a  lead  atop  the 
standings  in  the  American  League,  but 
Boston  stayed  with  them  every  step  of  the 
way.  Mike  Andrews  has  a  special  memory  of 
that  time. 

“I  remember  it  as  a  lot  of  fun,  but  the 
tension  really  started  to  build  up.  I  will 
always  remember  Bill  Koster,  who  was  the 
original  executive  director  of  the  Jimmy 
Fund,  asking  me  to  speak  to  a  12-year-old 
patient  just  before  one  late-season  game.  I 
was  happy  to  do  it,  we  all  were,  but  I  have  to 
admit  I  was  a  little  distracted.  We  had  a  nice 
chat... he  told  me  how  he  was  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  playing  ball  the  next  season,  and  I 
wished  him  well.

“Later,  Bill  took  me  aside  and  said,  ‘1 
really  appreciate  you  helping  out  at  the  last 
minute.  We  have  to  send  that  young  man 
home;  there’s  nothing  more  we  can  do  for 
him.  1  know  your  visit  meant  a  lot  to  him.’ 
All  of  a  sudden,  whether  I  batted  .250  or 
.260  didn’t  seem  to  matter  that  much.  It  put 
a  lot  things  in  perspective  for  me.” 

The  New  England  weather  grew  colder 
as  September  dawned,  but  the  American 
League  pennant  race  grew  even  hotter.  The 
Red  Sox,  led  by  Yastrzemski,  responded  to 
the  pressure  by  turning  up  their  intensity 
another  notch.  Over  the  last  12  pressure- 
packed  games,  Yaz  had  23  hits  and  batted  an 
unbelievable  .523.  “Yaz  came  through  over 


and  over  for  us  in  1967,”  Andrews  recalls. 
“Of  course,  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  didn’t  point 
out  that  he  has  performed  at  that  same  level 
for  the  Jimmy  Fund  for  over  35  years.” 

The  Red  Sox  swept  the  Twins  in  two 
crucial  games  in  the  last  weekend  of  the  sea¬ 
son  to  bring  the  pennant  to  Boston  for  the 
first  time  in  21  years.  Andrews  contributed 
two  key  hits  in  the  Saturday  game  and  start¬ 
ed  a  crucial  double  play  in  the  last  inning  of 
the  final  game. 

In  his  view,  the  loss  of  the  World  Series 
to  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals,  four  games  to 
three,  didn’t  detract  from  the  achievements 
of  the  “Impossible  Dream”  team  at  all.

The  Red  Sox  and  the  Jimmy  Fund 

If  the  odds  against  the  Red  Sox  win¬ 
ning  the  pennant  in  1967  were  100-1,  the 
odds  against  Dr.  Sidney  Farber  achieving  his 
goal  of  eradicating  cancer  in  children  when 
he  began  his  work  in  1947  were  even  greater. 
Yet  today,  two  out  of  three  children  walk 
away  disease-free  from  Dana-Farber’s  Jimmy 
Fund  Clinic,  and  from  many  other  cancer 
treatment  centers  around  the  world. 

New  England’s  favorite  charity,  the 
Jimmy  Fund,  and  New  England’s  favorite  sports 
team,  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  are  inexorably 
linked.  “The  Red  Sox  are  tied  in  with  almost 
everything  we  do,”  says  Andrews.  “Whether  it 
is  raising  money,  or  visiting  sick  kids,  or  volun¬ 
teering,  the  Red  Sox  are  always  there.” 


It  is  actually  something  of  a  long  shot 
that  Mike  Andrews  is  in  his  present  position, 
and  that  the  Red  Sox  are  the  baseball  team  so 
closely  tied  to  the  Jimmy  Fund.  Fifty  years 
ago,  Andrews  was  a  toddler  growing  up  3,000 
miles  away  in  Torrance,  California.  An  out¬ 
standing  high  school  athlete,  he  was  best 
known  for  his  football  exploits  before  the  Red 
Sox  signed  him  to  a  minor  league  contract. 

When  the  Jimmy  Fund  received  its  first 
national  exposure  through  the  famous  Ralph 
Edwards  1948  radio  broadcast,  the  Braves 
were  the  Boston  baseball  club  identified  with 
the  charity.  The  1948  Boston  Braves  won 
the  National  Feague  pennant  by  six  and 
one-half  games,  while  the  Red  Sox  lost  a 
one-game  playoff  to  the  Cleveland  Indians, 
depriving  the  city  of  its  one  opportunity  for  a 
“Subway  Series.”  Nearly  120,000  Boston  fans 
trekked  to  old  Braves  Field  to  watch  the

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY, 


A  rough  3-9  start  paved  the  way  for  a  streaky  but  exciting 
month  of  May.  Highlights  included  three  doubleheader  sweeps 
by  Boston,  as  many  were  starting  to  become  believers. 

May  1  —  One-man  show  Dennis  Bennett’s  6-hit  shutout  and  3-R 
home  run  silenced  the  Angels  in  Anaheim,  4-0.  Prior  to  Bennett’s  4th- 
inning  blast,  George  Scott  hit  his  1st  homer  of  the  year. 

May  7  —  A  4-game  losing  streak  ended  as  the  Sox  beat  the  Twins  in 
Minnesota,  9-6.  A  7th-inning,  2-R  single  by  Rico  Petrocelli  broke  a  5-5 
tie  for  the  winning  runs.  Mike  Andrews  and  Jose  Tartabull  each  went  3- 
4-  John  Wyatt  pitched  a  strong  9th  inning  in  relief  striking  out  Rod 
Carew  and  Harmon  Killebrew.  Carl  Yastrzemski  was  benched  for  his 
lackluster  hitting. 

May  14  —  Boston  resumed  winning  ways  as  they  swept  the  Tigers,  8-5 
and  1 3-9  at  Fenway  Park.  Twelve  homers  were  hit:  six  by  Detroit,  six  by 
the  Sox  (Yaz,  2);  Petrocelli  (2);  Jose  Santiago  (1);  Joe  Foy  (1). 

May  19 —  J  im  Lonborg  allowed  only  four  hits  and  struck  out  12  as  the 
Sox  beat  the  Indians  in  Cleveland  in  dramatic  fashion.  Pinchhitter  Tony 
Horton’s  line  single  to  right  in  the  9th  inning  broke  a  2-2  tie  scoring 
Reggie  Smith  who  had  reached  on  a  triple. 

May  21  —  The  Sox  swept  their  2nd  twinbill  of  the  month,  this  time  vs. 
Cleveland,  4-3,  6-2  at  Fenway.  The  1st  game  was  a  come-from-behind 
win  as  the  Tribe,  behind  the  3-hit  pitching  of  Sonny  Siebert  into  the  8th, 
relinquished  a  3-0  lead.  The  Sox  scored  4  runs  on  Yaz’  2-run  triple  and 
Scott’s  2 -run  homer.  Darrell  Brandon  went  the  distance  in  the  2nd  game. 


May  23  —  Detroit  succumbed  to  the  great  pitching  of  Bennett  (7  H,  2 
R,  7  1/3  IP)  and  timely  hitting  by  Petrocelli  (3-4,  1  HR)  and  Yaz  (1-4,  1 
HR)  in  Tiger  Stadium  5-2,  dropping  from  1st  place  and  evening  the  Sox 
record  to  17-17. 

May  24  —  Lonborg ’s  masterful  4-hit  shutout  ( 1 1  K)  coupled  with 
Dalton  Jones’  2nd-inning  home  run  beat  the  Tigers  1-0. 

May  30  —  The  largest  Fenway  crowd  in  five  years,  32,012,  witnessed 
the  Sox  take  their  3rd  doubleheader  of  the  month,  5-4  and  6-1  over  the 
Angels.  Pinchhitter  Horton  hit  a  double  in  the  1st  game  that  scored  the 
eventual  winning  run  in  the  8th  after  the  Sox  had  tied  the  game  in  the 
6th.  Bennett  was  spectacular  as  he  went  the  route  in  the  2nd  game.  Don 
Demeter  (2-R  double)  and  Petrocelli  (3-4)  were  among  the  hitting 
heroes. 

May  31  —  Two  home  runs  by  Yaz  and  a  suicide  squeeze  bunt  by  Mike 
Ryan,  enabled  the  Sox  to  edge  out  a  3-2  win  over  the  Twins  at  Fenway. 

The  Sox  finished  the  month  of  May  22-20,  in  3rd  place,  4  1/2 
games  behind  Detroit.  Three  Bosox  hitters  were  among  the 
league  batting  leaders:  Petrocelli,  .325;  Conigliaro,  .304; 
Yastrzemski,  .299.  Yaz  was  tied  for  4th  place  with  Harmon 
Killebrew  with  10  homers,  and  he  was  4th  in  the  A.L.  with  31 
RBI.  Lonborg  was  3rd  in  the  league  with  a  6-1  (.857)  winAoss 
record.

Go  Lact  Young  Man! 

When  the  1967  World  Series  came  to 
an  end,  Mike  Andrews  piled  his  young  fami¬ 
ly  into  their  car  and  drove  3,000  miles  to 
their  California  home.  An  off-season  job  at 
the  local  Sears  &  Roebuck  awaited 
Andrews.  “We  all  had  to  work  during  the 
winter  in  those  days,”  Andrews  recalls  with  a 
chuckle. 

A  series  of  phone  calls  from  teammates 
along  the  lines  of  “you  have  to  come 
hack... these  fans  can’t  get  enough  of  us!” 
convinced  Andrews  to  repeat  the  cross¬ 
country  trip  two  months  later.  Peabody, 
Massachusetts  has  been  home  ever  since. 

He  settled  in  as  the  regular  Red  Sox 
second  baseman  for  the  next  several  years, 
making  the  American  League  All-Star  team 
in  1969.  Being  traded  is  part  of  baseball,  and 
that  is  exactly  what  happened  to  Andrews 
just  before  Christmas  in  1970.  Andrews  was 
traded  to  the  Chicago  White  Sox  for  future 
Hall  of  Fame  shortstop  Luis  Aparicio.

three  home  World  Series  games  against  the 
Indians,  giving  the  Braves  a  total  season 
attendance  that  surpassed  the  Red  Sox  for 
the  first  time  in  1 5  years. 

By  1952,  the  Braves  had  fallen  to  sev¬ 
enth  place  in  the  National  League,  and 
home  attendance  had  fallen  below  the 
300, 000-fan  level.  In  the  spring  of  1953, 
Owner  Lou  Perini  received  permission  from 
his  fellow  owners  to  move  his  franchise  to 
Milwaukee.  Boston  was  about  to  become  a 
one-team  baseball  town  for  the  first  time  in 
over  50  years. 

One  of  Perini’s  last  official  acts  on 
behalf  of  the  Boston  Braves  was  to  meet  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  to  pass  the 
mantle  of  Jimmy  Fund  support  to  the  Red 
Sox.  The  Yawkeys  enthusiastically  agreed, 
and  announced  on  April  10,  1953,  that  they 
would  join  with  the  Variety  Club  as  a  Jimmy 
Fund  sponsor.  Thus  was  horn  one  of  the 
great  philanthropic  partnerships  of  all  time.
